prisoners therein as comfortable as 
the surroundings and sanitary condi­ 
tions will permit. 
We deem the Jail 
building inadequate to accommodate 
the growing criminal population of 
th is county, as well a-* unsafe, un­ 
healthy and altogether a menace to 
Hie lives of the sheriff’s family as well 
as I he prisoners kept therein. NS e find 
that 
the 
living 
rooms 
of 
the 
sheriff are located immediately above 
a number of dark basement cells, and 
Hie effluvia arising from a want of 
sanitary arrangements Is very 
of­ 
fensive. 
We recommend a new Jail 
and 
sheriff's 
residence, 
with 
all 
the 
modern 
equipments 
to 
be constructed as 
soon 
as 
possible and suggest t hat any measure 
looking to the expenditure of any 
money on the old structure is unwise 
and inexpedient. 
“ We ll rid among the cases disposed of 
by us a large number of potty crimi­ 
nal matters which should not be 
passed tit"»ii bv tills body. 
We recom­ 
mend 
these to the Justices and 
mayors to be disposed of in their own 
courts.”

There was a great deal of talk at th at 
time, aud t lie allthorn i**s were soundly 
berated for what the people said was 
negligence. 
Marshal IM Daley, of 
Leetonia, was interested in the case, 
and Sheriff 
Lodge 
made an a t­ 
tempt to 
locate 
th** 
murderers. 
They 
failed, 
however, 
or 
they 
seemed 
to fall, 
and the 
public 
had almost forgotten the Incident.. 
Meanwhile suspicion rested on a man, 
Ben Wit/leman, and the marshal was 
threatened with a suit for damages lf 
lie insisted on expressing the belief 
that he was tile guilty party 
Yes­ 
terday th** marshal, who has at no 
lime been Idle, secured a number of 
assistants, and going to an old coni 
bouse In Franklin Square, about a 
mile from Leetonia, found the body 
of Hie missing man. 
There seemed to 
ta' no doubt that it was Gackle, al­ 
though the body wa*decomposed and 
almost beyond recognition. 
The mar­ 
shal and his assistants believed that it 
was Honkie, aud taking Hi** body to 
Leetonia decided to arrest Wit/leman 
and a fellow named John Moeggiug, 
better known in th at community as 
Dutch Joe. 
The arrests caused a 
sensation 
in 
Leetonia, 
hut 
the 
marshal locked up tile prisoners, and 
this morning took them to Lisbon 
where they were safely lodged in lite 
county Jail. 
Prosecutor Speaker 
and 
Sheriff 
Lodge believe th at they have a good 
case against tin* accused men, and the 
prosecutor, accompanied by a N ew s 
R eview' correspondent, w*mt to Lee­ 
tonia this afternoon for the purpose 
of hunting more evidence and getting 
the case lo condition for trial.

who

Interested

called 
to Lee­ 
tonia 
this 
morning, 
and

urgent was tile demand for him th a t 
he did not stop to take tile train, but 
hastened to his destination Ina buggy. 
While the details of the arrests are 
being kept as quiet as possible It Is 
thought that Marshal Daley has ac­ 
cumulated agreat*deal of evidence,and 
as lie is known as a careful man with 
conservative Ideas it is thought th a t 
lie would mink twice before making 
an arrest.
